Spyridon in protest against British 
deportation of Archbishop Maka­ 
rios from Cyprus and had the full 
approval of the angry Greek gov­ 
ernment.

Form W ife Dies 
Helping Husband 
Get Aid for Others

The northern Midwest dug out 
of a paralyzing blizzard today and 
much of the nation shivered in a 
late winter cold wave.. 
The first day of spring was only 
eight days away, but the midlands 
were thawing out from the worst 
storm of the whole winter season. 
Temperatures went as low as 24 
below zero at Bismarck, N. D., and 
were on the downgrade from the 
Rockies to the Appalachians. 
The fast-rnoving blizzard swept 
across 
the Dakotas, 
Nebraska. 
Iowa. Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Michigan over the weekend. 
It 
killed 
three persons, 
hit snow 
depths of almost two feet, and 
piled up mountainous, road-block­ 
ing drifts. 
One of the most pathetic deaths 
was that of Mrs. Ruth White, a 
South Dakota farm wife who set 
out with her husband, Cornelius, 
to fetch aid for their five children 
and relatives who were trapped in 
a snow-drifted car. 
Feared for Husband 
Mrs. White insisted on accom­ 
panying her husband because he 
is subject to fainting spells and 
she feared he would collapse and 
freeze to death. „ 
She had no overshoes and had 
to wait by the roadside three quar­ 
ters of a mile from a farm house. 
Her husband hurried on. summon­ 
ed aid. and when he returned his 
wife told him “I’m really played 
out.” 
Whitt, 32. hurried back to the 
farmhouse for blankets. When he 
came back the second time, she 
was dead. 
Another tragedy was narrowly 
averted Sunday night at Roches­ 
ter, Winn., where neighbors dug 
through a huge snowdrift to rescue 
a missing 5-year-old boy. 
The boy, Tommy Schwab, had 
been missing since mid-afternoon.

KAUKAUNA, Wis. O U R ) — Au­ 
thorities planned to charge a high 
school athlete today with murder­ 
ing his 18-year-old sweetheart be­ 
cause she threatened to tell their 
parents she was pregnant. 
Police Chief H. Z. Engerson said 
17-year-old Michael McCormick ad­ 
mitted bludgeoning his high school 
“steady,” Theresa van der Horst, 
with a 10-inCh brass cartridge case 
Friday night in the basement of 
his grandmother’s home. 
The boy was to be arraigned to­ 
day and District Atty. Fred Froehl- 
ich said he would charge him with 
murder. 
Engerson, following up a hunch, 
found the girl’s body stuffed into 
a cranny in the basement Sunday. 
An autopsy showed she would have 
given birth to a baby girl in six 
weeks. 
It Was “common knowledge” at 
the high school that the girl was 
pregnant, but her parents didn’t 
know of it, police said. 
McCormick, a 160-pound basket­ 
ball player, admitted he met the 
attractive girl in the basement 
while his grandmother was away 
from home. 
They had sexual re­ 
lations, Engerson said, and she 
then threatened to tell their par­ 
ents that he was the father of her 
unborn child unless he married her. 
The boy smashed his sweetheart 
twice on the bead with the cart­ 
ridge case, Engerson said, and then 
stuffed her into the alcove. Coro­ 
ner Bernard H. Kemps said death 
may have been caused by “stuffing} 
the body in a cubby hole in such 
a manner that it kinked the wiiyi- 
pipe.”

Sparkman Says Democrats Will 
Need South to Win White House 


WASHINGTON 
Sen. John 
J. Sparkman (D-Ala) said today 
he thinks it is “highly important" 
I that the entire South be brought 
back into the Democratic column 
this ytfzr if the Democrats hope to 
recapture the White House. 
Sparkman made the comment to 
a reporter as the racial issue raised 
a new threat to Democratic Party 
harmony in this year’s election. 
This threat came in a declaration 
released by Southern members of 
Congress Sunday night protesting 
the Supreme Court decision out­ 
lawing racial segregation in schools. 
Sparkman, a signer of that dec­ 
laration, was his party’s 1952 presi- 
1 dential nominee and a leader in 
efforts then to draft a civil rights 
platform plank which would not 


j split the party. Four years earlier. 
many Southern delegates walked 
out of the national convention in 
protest against the civil rights 
plank written into the party plat­ 
form. 
Middle Ground Sought 
Asked about the possible impact 
of the Southern declaration on the 
1956 convention, Sparkman said: 
“We always have some difficulty 
dealing with the whole field of civil 
rights. 
I hope we can find a mid­ 
dle ground where each side can 


I understand the position of the oth­ 
er.” 
Chairman Paul M Butler of the 
Democratic 
National 
Committee 


said recently that he expects the 
party platlorm to take “a clear 
and firm sand’’ in support of the 
Supreme Court’s school decision. 
How such a plank can be written 
and still be acceptable to the South­ 
erners remains to be seen. 
Sparkman was asked if he shar­ 
ed the belief of some Democratic 
Party strategists that the Demo­ 
crats must recapture the electoral 
votes of the South if they arc to 
have any chance of defeating Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower. 
South “Highly Important” 
“I think it is highly important 
that the South be back in the Dem­ 
ocratic column this year,” he said, 
“and I believe it will be.” 
The Democrats lost four states 
to Mr. Eisenhower in 1952 and four 
to the States Rights Party in 1948. 
Mr. Eisenhower also carried all 
but two of the normally Democra­ 
tic border states in 1952. 
The ll states of the old South 
have 128 electoral votes, almost 
half of the 266 needed to elect a 
president. 
There are 47 more in 
the border states of West Virginia, 
Kentucky, 
Oklahoma, 
Missouri, 
New Mexico and Arizona 
If the Democrats could bank on 
those 
175 electoral votes, they 
would still need 91 to win the pres­ 
idency. Some of them figure that 
a pickup of farm votes in states 
like Illinois and Ohio, where they 
already have a strong urban vote, 
will provide the margin of victory.

WASHINGTON af) — Ninety-six 
Southern congressmen threw their 
powerful 
support 
today 
behind 
“all lawful means” to upset Ole 
Supreme Court’s school segrega­ 
tion decision. 
In a strongly worded “declara­ 
tion of constitutional princb>les,” 
the 19 senators and 77 House mem­ 
bers Sunday night denounced the 
ruling as a “clear abuse of judi­ 
cial power” that bas sown “hatred 
and 
suspicion” throughout 
the 
South. 
They commended states for law­ 
ful attempts to resist integration 
but called for all citizens to “-scru­ 
pulously refrain from disorder and 
lawless acts.” 
The statement was considerably 
milder 
than the 
original 
draft 
which some Southern lawmakers 
refused to sign. But it was one of 
the strongest criticisms of the high 
court by a group of congressman 
in recent years. It was to be pre­ 
sented in both 
Houses today by 
Sen. 
Walter F. George 
(D-Ga.) 
and Rep. Howard W. Smith (D* 
Va 1. 
In the declaration, the Southern­ 
ers said “We pledge ourselves to 
use all lawful means to bring 
a reversal of this decision, I 
is contrary to the Constitution, 
to prevent the use of force in Its 
implementation.”

had no constitutional authority for 
its ruling and accused tim high 
tribunal of “unwarranted exorcise 
of power” that is “creating chaos 
and confusion in the states princi­ 
pally affected.” They warned that 
the public school systems of sev­ 
eral states may be destroyed by 
“outside agitators . . . threatening 
immediate

revolutionary 
changes.” 
Eleven States Represented 
The weight of the declaration is 
shown clearly by the positions of 
power many of its sponsors hold 
in Congress. 
They include the 
chairman of nine standing Senate 
committees and one special com­ 
mittee. Many of the House’s mere 
prominent figures are also sign­ 
ers. 
The 96 signers represented 
l l 
states. 
Included were 
complete 
House and Senate delegations from 
A l a b a m a , Arkansas.

If those signs are good, 
then 
sooner or later they will be re­ 
flected in an upturn. 
Nevertheless, it is fair to say 
that businessmen undoubtedly are 
encouraged that they may see an­ 
other five years’ continuance of 
what they regard as the congenial 
cital ate of the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration. 
Surely if the President’s deci­ 
sion had been “no” both the m ar­ 
ket and the business community 
generally would have felt a sub­ 
stantial shock. 
Not 
even that could 
have af­ 
fected the economy for too long if 
business factors were bright. But 
ii conceivably coiild have contrib­ 
uted to a short recession. 


That danger is passed. 
Wheth­ 
er or not Mr. Eisenhower’s affirm ­

BATTLE OVER EASTLAND 


Some significant backstage con­ 
ferences took place before and af­ 
ter Sens. Wayne Morse of Oregon 
and H erbert Lehman of New York 
made 
their 
fight against 
Sen. 
Jam es Eastland of Mississippi to 
be chairm an of the key Judiicary 
committee. 
One conference took place the 
day before the Senate fight when a 
group of liberal Democrats tried 
to persuade Morse from taking 
a 
stand against Eastland, They told 
him 
he was 
sure to lose, 
was 
fighting a hopeless battle. 
“ Eastland’s friends will retali­ 
ate against you by cutting appro­ 
priations for public works,” Morse 
was advised, referring to the fact 
that public works are im portant 
to the F ar West. 
“ All you’re doing is guarantee­ 
ing 
that 
I make 
the 
speech,” 
Morse replied. 
He went on to argue that E ast­ 
land had virtually accused the U. 
S. 
Supreme Court 
of treason, 
therefore should not be in charge 
of judicial m atters; that he had 
investigated file New York Times 
when other members of his com­ 
mittee knew almost nothing about 
the investigation; and that in gen­ 
eral Eastland had out-McCarthy’d 
McCarthy. To make a man of this 
type 
chairm an 
of a committee 
which passes on 50 per cent of the 
Senate’s 
legislation 
merely be­ 
cause of the accident of seniority, 
Morse argued, was a mistake. 
But of the liberals present, only 
Neuberger 
of Oregon 
and Mc­ 
Namara of Michigan agreed to go 
along with him on a roll-call vote. 


MORSE’S BED 


Later from 7 to 8:30 that eve­ 
ning Morse met with acting Demo­ 
crat© 
Leader Earl 
Clements of 
Kentucky and Sen. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey of Minnesota who also urged 
him not to make the fight against 
Eastland. 
“I don’t blame you, but I don’t 
think you’re wise,” argued Hum­ 
phrey. 
“It will hurt your re-elec­ 
tion in O regon.^ 
“Ara you ready to go downtown 
and buy me a new bedroom suite 
if I follow your advice?” Morse 
asked. 


The two senators 
didn’t under­ 
stand him. 
“Because if I follow your ad­ 
vice,” Morse explained, “ my con­ 
science will have to remain in my 
present bed.” 
Next 
day 
Morse went 
ahead 
with the speech. 
He did not at­ 
tack Eastland personally, nor the 
right of Mississippi to send whom­ 
ever it wished to the Senate. 
He 
did criticize the placing of a man 
at the head of the Judiciary'com­ 
mittee 
who 
would 
act as 
the 
spokesman of the entire Senate, 
yet who, he said, did not represent 
the Senate. 
Lehman of New York was the 
only man who backed him up. 
Though Eastland was kept in the 
Senate cloakroom, there was con­ 
siderable 
tension on the 
Senate 
floor. 
The 
vote, 
as 
predicted, 
went 
overwhelmingly 
against 
Morse and Lehman. 
After the vote, several senators 
cam e over to see Morse. 
“ Though 
I 
tried 
to dissuade 
you,” said Earl Clements, “that 
was a magnificent job. 
No one 
can say you did not keep it on 
a 
high impersonal plane.” 
“ I’ve seen a man of courage in 
action today,” said Mansfield of 
Montana. 
“ Instead of hurting the 
party, you’ve helped it.” 
EASTLAND SITS BY MORSE 
Even fair-minded John 
Stennis 
of Mississippi, who conducted the 
defense 
of his Mississippi 
col­ 
league, came over to Morse on the 
Senate floor. 
“ I told these people that if you 
took the leadership in this fight 
you’d put it^ on a high plane,” he 
said. 
“That 
was

powerful 
speech.” 
Finally Eastland himself came 
out of the cloakroom and slid into 
a 
seat beside the 
senator from 
Oregon who had challenged 
his 
right to be Judiciary chairman. 
“ Wayne,” he said, “ I feel bad­ 
ly that you were against me, but 
you and I are lawyers, and I want 
to thank you for the high plane of 
your legal argument.”

Former Joliet 


Mayor Indicted 


On Tax Charges 


CHICAGO HP) — A federal grand 
jury today indicted former Mayor 
Arthur O. Janke, 51, of Joliet on 
three counts of income 
tax eva­ 
sion, charging that he failed 
to 
pay taxes on extra income receiv­ 
ed on 
“kickbacks” 
under 
city 
contracts. 
The government charged Janke 
evaded taxes on a total of $29,- 
999.77 for the years 1949-50-51, and 
failed to pay a tax of $7,976.26. It 
charged that in 1949, he was $5,- 
442.52 short in his lax; in 
1950, 
$1,954.84; and in 1951. $578.90. 
According 
to Mitchell 
Rieger, 
assistant ll. S. district attorney, 
the government will attempt to 
show that most of tile unreported 
income came to him from various 
business dealings in which the city 
engaged after the floating of 
a 
four-million<lollar bond issue for 
civic improvements .several years 
ago. Janke served three terms as 
mayor of Joliet, the last one end­ 
ing in 1951. 
After 
he went out 
of office, 
Joliet set up a different form of 
city government and now has a 
business 
manager. 
Of 
the city 
commission which was in office 
during Janke’s last term of s e r ­ 
vice, two commissioners and tile 
city clerk since have died. 
A former grocery 
proprietor, 
Janke 
in 1951 turned 
a grocery 
business 
over to a sister, 
gov­ 
ernment sources said, but now is 
supposed to have other interests 
including a portion of a concrete 
business at Rockford. 
Government sources said most 
of the 
money which they allege 
Janke did not report as income 
came 
on "kickbacks” 
remitted 
from the .share of a sub-agent for 
a parking meter company which 
was not named in the indictment.

JERUSALEM 
(Israeli 
Sector) 
(IP) — Israel 
today reoprted

border incidents with Egypt, Syria 
and Jordan and accused Egypt of 
concentrating troops and armored 
forces along the frontier in a w ar­ 
like atmosphere. 
In Cairo 
the Arab “big three” 
conference was ending with 
the 
heads 
of state of Egypt, 
Saudi 
Arabia and Syria lining up their 
cold and hot war policies against 
Israel but failing to “buy” Jordan 
away from British influence. 
In the Suez Canal an American 
cargo ship, the Jam es Monroe, was 
moving toward Saudi Arabia with 
18 U. S.-built W a l k e r Bulldog 
tanks. 
The 
ship, 
convoyed 
by 
Egyptian vessels, was expected 
to traverse the canal some tim e 
today and head for Saudi Arabia. 
The United Nations Armistice 
Commission promised an immedi­ 
ate investigation of the new Israel 
charges made by a spokesman for 
the Israeli Foreign Ministry. 
Is­ 
rael said the troop concentrations 
constituted a “direct threat” to Is­ 
rael security. 
Israel said increasing numbers 
of 
Egyptian fighting
